NENA - PAST AND PRESENT 

by John Mullen 

Beginning in 1 860, groups of interested coin collectors formed 
clubs to meet together to promote their hobby. In 1891, some 
of the members of these coin clubs joined together to form a 
national organization, the American Numismatic Association 
(ANA). There was a gap between the local clubs and the ANA 
because there were no regional organizations in place. 
Although this fact was recognized by the more astute 
numismatists who were concerned about the rapid development 
and expansion of their hobby, the gap remained unfilled for 50 
years. 

Shepard Pond, a leader in national as well as Boston 
numismatic circles, devoted his efforts to the promotion of a 
regional gathering of those New Englanders who had a mutual 
interest in numismatics. In 1941, under his chairmanship, the 
first New England Numismatic Conference was called to order 
on May 23 at the City Club in Boston. There were 50 
dedicated New England collectors present. It was an evening 
dinner meeting hosted by the Boston Numismatic Society. The 
topic of the meeting was the sudden growth of the hobby of 





coin collecting and how to best address the concerns and needs 
of individual collectors and local clubs. 

From this beginning came the New England Numismatic 
Association, NENA. This was the first organized regional 
numismatic association in the country. 

NENA did not have the opportunity to hold its next meeting 
until July 20, 1946, due to the intervention of World War II. 
This second conference was again hosted by the Boston 
Numismatic Society, and was held at the Copley Plaza hotel in 
Boston. As an inducement to those New Englanders interested 
in acquiring specimens for their collections as well as 
knowledge, a coin auction was added to the program. A 
recommendation was made at this successful Second 
Conference that such gatherings should be made an annual 
affair, and it was decided the next one would be held in 
Providence, Rhode Island. 

In 1 947, more than 100 New England numismatists assembled 
in Providence. Here at the Third Conference, the association 
became more formal with the election of Officers and State 
Directors who would guide NENA in the future. 

In 1948, the annual NENA Conference was held in Worcester. 
At this fourth meeting, a dealer bourse was opened and the 
NENA NEWS , the official publication of the New England 
Numismatic Association, was established. 

At the 1949 Conference, held in Springfield, the first NENA 
medal was issued. A group of NENA members had ground 
down the reverse side of 100 U.S. Large Cents, and the blank 
sides of the coins were then etched with the legend 
"Springfield/Convention/NENA/1 949" by using a rubber stamp 
dipped in acid. The "medals" were given to those attending the 
convention, and the remainder offered for sale at 35 cents 
apiece in the NENA NEWS. 

In 1951, the annual conference, held in New Haven, was 
extended to two full days of numismatic activities. In 1952, at 
Boston, NENA commemorated the Tercentenary of the Pine 
Tree Shilling by striking medals in nickel-plated bronze, silver, 
and gold. These medals were struck by the Robbins Company 
of Attleboro, Massachusetts. Each year since, a medal has 
been struck to commemorate each conference. The official 


NENA emblem, the outline of the New England states, first 
appeared on the 1954 medal at the Hartford Conference. In 
1957 this NENA logo was adopted as the standard medal 
obverse. With the exception of the 1964 dollar-sized medal 
issued at the Boston Conference, the logo has been 
consistently used as the basis of the obverse medal design. 

In 1958 NENA convened for three days at Worcester, and it 
was in this year that NENA was incorporated in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. There were five Directors, 
each from a different New England club, and an Executive 
Secretary. The President each year was chosen from the group 
of directors, and was generally the representative from the club 
hosting the annual conference. In the years following, the 
NENA Board was expanded to include a Director at Large, State 
Directors, and other Officers such as Legal Counsel and NENA 
NEWS Editor. In 1973, the Board decided to separate the 
duties of Executive Secretary and Treasurer upon the retirement 
of Howard E. Davis, who had filled both roles. 

The annual conferences continued to be organized by the 
various local Host Clubs, and the success of each NENA 
Conference depended upon the ability and talents of the local 
committee. The NENA Board of Directors and Executive 
Secretary saw a need to offer more direction in the 
management of the annual conferences, and in 1991 assumed 
that responsibility. 

In 1992, the NENA Board entered into discussions with Tom 
Lacey, a well known coin show promoter in the New England 
area. Recognizing the need for professional management of the 
dealer bourse, the Board decided to present a proposal from 
Tom to the members assembled at the annual meeting in 
Worcester. Under this proposal, NENA and Tom would join 
together to run the 1993 convention as a joint venture. With 
the approval of the membership, NENA took an unprecedented 
step for a regional organization; the partnership of a non-profit 
association with a professional coin show promoter. Watched 
by the numismatic community across the nation, the 1993 
convention known as NEW ENGLAND '93 was declared a 
success. This partnership has continued for the NENA 50th 
Anniversary Conference and Convention, NEW ENGLAND '94. 

NENA, like the numismatic hobby itself, has undergone many 
changes over the years. The strengths of NENA can be best 


measured by looking to its membership, current and past, 
where you will see the names of numismatists renowned 
throughout the hobby. NENA has been fortunate to have been 
able to maintain a continuing presence in the numismatic 
community since its founding in 1941. 

Today, NENA is made up of more than 450 individual and club 
members. We have an active and dedicated Board of Directors 
who are committed to helping NENA grow for the future. 
NENA publishes a quarterly newsletter which is mailed to all 
members, maintains a Speakers Bureau for local coin clubs, 
acts as a liaison between collectors and clubs, and provides 
educational and Young Numismatists activities at the annual 
conventions. NENA has a long standing relationship with the 
ANA and other numismatic organizations throughout the hobby. 

Here at the 50th Convention, the NENA Board is presenting 
revised Bylaws of the Association at the Annual Meeting on 
Saturday at Noon. These Bylaws reflect NENA as it positions 
itself for the future. 

We hope you have enjoyed reading this brief history of NENA's 
past, and we invite you to be part of its future.

This 
handsome souvenir sheet, 8-1/2 by 11 inches in size, features 
a colored reproduction of a fifty dollar note of the Shoe and 
Leather Dealers Bank, a private bank issue of the 1860's. The 
vignette depicts commercial activity near the Boston waterfront 
at a shoe and leather exchange. 

Suitable for framing, this sheet will be available for purchase at 
the convention. There will also be a special postal cancellation 
service at the show where the NENA commemorative postmark 
for the 50th Anniversary Convention may be imprinted on the 
souvenir sheets.

1994 NENA MEDAL 



This year's NENA medal commemorates the fiftieth NENA Conference 
and Convention held on August 26 and 27, 1994 at the Royal Plaza 
Hotel in Marlborough, Massachusetts. The obverse of the medal is the 
traditional NENA logo. The reverse design, submitted by Dr. Jan M. 
Dyroff, depicts the arms of New England, most commonly recognized 
as the canton of the early New England flag. The British insisted on the 
cross of St. George; however, New Englanders added the pine tree to 
the upper left quadrant as a silent protest. Even after 1707, when the 
cross of St. Andrew for Scotland (an X not used on the medal) was 
added, the pine tree was placed in the upper left quadrant. The 39 mm 
medal was struck by the V.H. Blackinton Company of Attleboro Falls, 
Massachusetts. 

The 1994 medal was issued in numbered sets of three (fine silver, gold 
plated bronze, and antiqued bronze), available by subscription only. 

The silver and bronze medals are available for sale at the NENA 
registration desk while supplies last. ($25 silver, $9 bronze) 

NENA Life Members may purchase one 1994 bronze medal at the 
special price of $4.50, again only while supplies last.
